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Playground to open on schedule 


Parents in the area of the Woburn 
‘Street School playground won a battle 
this week. There will be a playground 
Program. at the school this summer. 

On Monday night, a group of 
parents attended the selectmen’s 
meeting, seeking to have the 
payecond program reinstituted. 

‘he Recreation Commission had 
earlier this month voted to phase out 
the program at Woburn Street. 

The selectmen declined to override 
the commission, but were told by 
commission members that the matter 
would be reconsidered. On Tuesday, 
the commission agreed to reopen the 
playground, 

The parents were led by Ann 
Linehan, who said that no attendance 
figures were available for last year’s 


programs. 
Mrs. Linehan said that the most 
upsetting part of the phasing out of 


the program was the lack of any 
announcement. She said that Rec 
Director Ron Swasey had not in- 
formed any parents of the closing. 
“All he did was delete it from the 
flyer,” she said, Parents would have 
sent their children there on June 30, 
had they not learned of the closing 
through other channels. 

Swasey did not attend the select- 
men's meeting, but Rec Commission 
members Frank Sferrazza and 
Lorraine Hannon were present. 

Sferrazza said that he was in favor 
of opening the playground, and taking 
a count of the participants. He said 
that he had left the commission 
meeting before the vote to close the 
playground was taken. He had left 
under the impression that the closing 
would be at the North Intermediate 
School, not at Woburn Street, he said.

~ HUD approves 
$5 million housing 


A lot of land, off Main Street and 
adjacent to DeMoulas has been 
chosen, by HUD, for the site for a $5 
million housing project. Barbara 
Larson of the Housing Authority met 
with the Planning Board, Tuesday 
evening to discuss the zoning 
question. 

The land is best described as being 
nearly opposite the Fred F. Cain 
bridge, and it extends back to near 
Glen Road at King Street extension. 
It is available for sewer connection, 
when the-sewer construction is 

ished. 


The zoning difficulty that Mrs. 


Larson and the Planning Board 
discussed was that Wilmington does 
not have Planned Residential 
Development Zoning (PRD). Such 
zoning was proposed by the Planning 
Board, but defeated in the annual 
town meeting by a narrow margin. 

‘The question was whether or not to 
again ask for PRD zoning, or to ask 
the Board of Appeals for a variance. 

Berkshire Builders, of Manchester, 
New Hampshire submitted a bid of 
‘$4,605,100 for the construction of the 
housing complex. There are to be 80 
units of elderly housing and an ad- 
ditional 25 units of low to moderate 
income housing.

Mill Road residents 
tired of being 'yessed'

In the words of one resieyht, they 
were sick of being yessed % death. 
The residents had met with three of 
the selectmen earlier in the month for 
a-tour of the road, which was 
reconstructed last year by home 
builders Jnseph Langone and Richard 
Stuart. 


The road is one of the oldest in” ° 


Wilmington, and until last year was a 
narrow dirt road with only a half 
dozen homes on it. In deciding how 
the road was to be built, the town had 
to take into consideration the 
problems of the residents already 
living there, as well as those who 
would buy homes there. 

The residents complaining to the 
selectmen on Monday night were a 
combination of new residents and 
people who have lived there for years. 
The latter are upset by damage they 
claim that the builders inflicted upon 
their property. The former are upset 
with the way the builders have left the 
street. 

One issue was boundary markers 
that were to have been set. The 
builder has said that the stakes put in 
by surveyors have been removed, and 
that two of the granite markers left 
for installation have been stolen. 

Paul Barrett said that there had 
been no communication with any of 
the principals involved. 

Many of the residents were upset 
with the lack of progress on com- 
plaints that had been registered 
earlier. They were also upset to find 


that much of the $16,000 bond on the 
road construction had been released. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris said 
that it was the responsibility of the 
town engineer to release the bond as 
work progressed and the engineering 
standards set forth in the bond were 
met. 

One of the residents complained 
that the engineer had not consulted 
with the residents prior to the release 
of the bond. Morris said that such 
consultation was not a criteria for 


‘Of an “ofiginal’ bond ‘of $16,000, a 
balance of $2000 remains, designated 
as being for seeding and boundaries. 

At times the discussion lapsed into 
one person after another, with people 
finally asking who had the floor. 
Eventually Selectman John Imbimbo 
moved that the selectmen return to 
the order of business. 

One resident wanted to know what 
points the selectmen had taken, and 
asked that the secretary read the 
minutes. Chairman Cain and the 
town manager said that this would be 
out of order, but the resident insisted, 
and Mrs. Robbins began reading 
After a couple of minutes, Cain 
stopped her 
The resident then gave a brief 
rundown of points that he and his 

bors wanted the selectmen to 
follow through on, including easement 
questions and the authorizing of no 
curbing on the street. 

“What's the future of Mill Road? 
What's the game plan,” one person 
asked. 

“{ don’t think we should be giving 
you false impressions of what we can 
do,” said Cain. “But we'll do 
everything we can."’

Among the troubles of that 
group is a proposed carnival, to be 
held on the high school grounds, near 
the tennis court. 

Twenty-three persons attended a 
Board of Appeals hearing Tuesday 
night, which was to see if the carnival 
could be held on the school property. 
The new laws, part of Chapter 40, as 
amended by Chapter 808, say that 
carnivals shall be held in areas zoned 
for business. 

The building inspector Charles 
Lawrenson, has refused a permit for 
the carnival, because the school 
grounds are zoned residential. A few 
months ago he had a similar stance 
with reference to a carnival on the 
grounds of St, Dorothy's Church. 

John Sanborn of Church Street was 
one of those who protested against the 
school site. He claimed the town had 
been “‘sold a bill of goods” by the 
selectmen, and wanted to know why 
selectmen were not present, and why 
the chief of police and the chief of the 
fire department were absent. 

David Hill, of Nichols Street, acting 


for the 250th Anniversary Committee, 
said the selectmen had granted a 
carnival permit oval by 

‘the ‘town ¢i ‘and the Board a 
Appeals. It is, refit “a town wide 
function, for the kids to enjoy."’ 

Hill told the Board of Appeals that 
the committee was trying to cen- 
tralize into one area, for the holiday, 
in an effort to ease the traffic flow 
problem. It was for that reason the 
common was chosen as the center of 
activities. The common, he pointed 
out, now has a gazebo, and is “the 
center of the town."” 

Bob Michelson of Adams Street had 
requested that the town park, off 
Main Street be used for the carnival 
Other Adams Street residents objeted 
to the proposed fireworks, and felt 
that the carnival and other activities 
would not close down until after 11 
p.m. ‘When are we going to get some 
sleep. ." they asked. 

Sanborn also objected to the fact 
that there would be a Sunday for the 
carnival, 

A letter was read from the pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, saying that 
there would be no objection to any 
activities on Sunday, providing 
nothing was to start until 2 p.m. 
There was no objection to the use of

Dear Larz: 

May I comment on Planning Board 
Chairman John DeRoy's letter in the 
latest Town Crier, concerning the 
recent special town meeting. 

I am not at all certain of whether 
Mr. DeRoy’s observations were made 
“tongue in cheek,” or - could it be 
possible? - were serious. I will 
proceed on the assumption that they 
were intended as serious. 

Quoting from his letter, ‘‘the most 
significant observation to me was the 
obvious cross-section of 
Wilmingtonians."’

(negative) attitude presists long after 
the facts of proof are presented,” 
meaning, I assume, that if one does 
not agree with my (Mr. DeRoy’s) 
Udon ot iru, Earn ono hee et 


nT ‘was one of the minority at the 
special town meeting, and I voted 
against Article 1 for the following 
reasons 

1 We moved to Wilmington 18 years 
ago to enjoy a rural atmosphere. 
Andover Street was a beautiful un- 


slowly, and as surely as the incoming 
tide, being surrounded by industry. I 
am not anti-industry -far from it - I'm 
just not in love with the idea of living 
inside of an industrial complex. The 
passage of Article 1 will inevitably 
turn possibility into reality. It is only 
a question of how soon. 

2. | am very concerned when the 
will of the majority of a town may be 
overridden by means of a stacked 
town meeting. I realize of course that 
there will be an honest difference of 
opinion as to whether or not this 
recent town meeting was, in fact, 
“stacked.” In my opinion, and I am 
not alone, there is no serious question 
but that it was. 

Mr. DeRoy, your letter was out of 
order for suggesting that those 
citizens who disagree with your 
perception of truth are beyond

Another auto body shop okayed in Tewksbury 


James A. Boudreau of Kimberly 
Drive, Tewksbury, will have an 
automotive repair shop on Main 
Street, probably some time in the 
near future.

Wilmington sewer bids low 


Construction bids for Contract 4 of 
the Wilmington sewer were lower 
than had been predicted by the 
engineers who planned the sewer. 
The bids were opened last week, in the 
Town Hall. Thirteen firms submitted 
bids, many of which were in excess of 
‘$1,300,000. 

‘The apparent low bidder was the P 
Gioioso . Sons Company of 56 Sprague 
Street, Hyde Park. That firm bid 
$883,044.15. 

The apparent second Téw bidder 
was C. Jiustino, of 1 Willard Avenue, 


Hyde Park. The bid was $996,978.70. 

The apparent third low bidder was 
D'Agostino, of 46 Farwell Street in 
Newton. His bid was $1,099,623.02. 
D'Agostino was the contractor who 
did the work in contract one, the part 
of the sewer which crosses Butters 
Row. 


Ernest Fagerstrom, of Whitman 
Howard told the sewer com- 
missioners that he had at one time 
expected the bids to come in at a price 
between $1.2 and $1.3 millions. 


New regulations drafted for.rubbish haulers 


A new set of regulations governing 
the hauling of rubbish andoffal 
through the streets of Tewksbury has 
been adopted by the board of health. 

Thé new regulations, based on 
Chapter 111 of the General Laws, also 
govern the hauling of azardous 
materials, as defined in the State 
Code. 

‘The vote Tuesday evening, after an 
hour-long discussion with Town 
Counsel Charles Zaroulis, was 
unanimous. The new regulations are 
to be published next week, and will 
become effective shortly after being 


published. 

P The board also voted to invalidate 
all present permits for the carrying of 
rubbish which were issued on 
January 1 of this year. 

There will be new permit forms, 
available from the board of health. 
‘The origin of the rubbish or offal must 
be shown on the forms, as well as the 
destination. Zaroulis insists that any 
“legitimate” company would not 


object to compliance with the forms. 

He wants the destination, he in- 
formed the board, because he wants 
to know where the rubbish is “‘tipped”” 
(dumped, ed.), and further, “We may 
want to see the signed receipt.” 

Health Director William Mc- 
Menimen was told by Zaroulis that he 
and his assistant have the right to stop 
any truck on the streets of Tewksbury 
in order to be assured of compliance 
with the regulations of the Tewksbury 
Board of Health. 

In the discussion of “hazardous 
materials,” it seems that many firms, 
in or out of Tewksbury, have waste 
materials that can be defined as 
“hazardous, ‘ieee to the 
present state 

Firms which do not collect in 
Tewksbury, as long as* their trucks 
use the Tewksbury streets, must have 
a permit from the board of health, 
Zaroluis said, just as must the local 
firms.
